o r goats th ey can, m aybe, g e t the 
equivalent of two to three gallons p er 
head for them . The grow er of m elons 
is lucky if he can get enough o u i of 
tw o 30 pound m elons to buy a gallon 
of gasoline. If th ere is a m ark et at all 
th e tom ato gro w er m ust sell forty 
po un ds of tom ato es to buy a gallon of 
gasoline and the onion grow er m u st 
sell a sim ilar am ount.

Where 
water concentrates in a natural de­ 
pression it may be necessary to seed 
the depression to grass. 
Burrowing 
animals, large cracks that develop in 
dry periods, and low places in the 
top of th? terrace caused by dragging 
farm machinery across often cause 
serious breaks that can be avoided 
by early repairs.
